country of people whose room is preferable to their company. 
'.Large numbers of these --undesirable characters have already 
been arrested and more arc being galhcred in for shipment lo 
the countries from which Ihev came. They will be detained 
at Ellis-Islaiid.iii NCAVYork-harbor until transportation is prc 
vided and will then-ue sent across. 


John Lord Q'Brien, assistant attorney general, who is in
